inr; alleged that they havo eiceeded their 
powers in so doing. As regards the members 
of Iho council Ihs mailer is not important, 
but it is ovident that tho object aimed at is 
to effect tho votoon said amendments; there- 
fore it io proper to notice the criticisms. 


It is evident that the writers of the articles 


referred to aro not well posted in city affairs 
or they would not h.ivo pr.t Ihemeckcs on 
record in the manner thoy have done. 
In 


clause r., of section :t, of tho City Charter.in 
denning Ihe duties of Ibo Mivor, wo find the 
following, to wit:—"JIo shall fiorn time to 
time communicate lo both branches of tho 
City Council all fiuch information, nnd re- 
commend &11 such measures as [ho business 
and interests of the city may, in his opinion, 
require." 


Mayor Uedlow in his inaugural,Juno IIvG, 


(city doe. IST.i-il, pago 17.) did recommend 
tho changes proposed in (ho amendments to 
bo voted on next Wednesday, and subse- 
quently in July of 
that year, n com- 


mittee 
wcs appointed 
who drafted 
a 


revised charter containing the proposed 
amendments, which wero submitted to tho 
Council and were not approved by them, so 
that no further action was taken at t h n t 
time. Tho Mayor in his inaugural In Jnne 
Ir.st, (cily doc. 1S7H-7, pages ;:!.:!?,) cen- 
fiurcd in severe terms the action of tho pre- 
vious Council, nnd recommended that tho 
Council of this year reconsider the action of 
its predecessor, 
and provide that somo 


if not all of the amendments bo submitted 
for enactment. 


That is oiactly what tho Cily Council has 


dono, and nothing moro, and it was within 
the lino of Iheir duly to consider and act 
upon the matter when kronght to their 
r.otico in nn official communication from tho 
Mayor. 
And if precedent has any weight, 


tho previous practice In this city, (with one 
exception,) and aho in Providence, will sus- 
tain Ihe Council in their action. 


It should bo remombercd also thai tho 


Council does not nsk that tho charter bo 
amended, b'.it only 
nsk lhat tho qualified 


electors be nllowed lo decido whether they 
Irish to emend or not, ntd in so doing they 
hjvc only eiercised n privilege vested in all 
electors whether holding office or not. 


It may bo accepted as a r'jlo thai every 


one will mako aso of the strongest argn- 
menls nvailiblo in opposing any measure, 
Aiulintbat view tho opponents of said 
amendment* show lamentable weakness, as 
thty can find no belter weapon wilh which 
to assail Iho amendments, lhan r.n assault 
on the members nf Iho council; aud it is n 
fair presumplion that if they had anything 
boiler »l command they would 1130 it. Such 


«. showing is virtually an acknowledgement 
that nothing of any merit can bo advanced 
sgainsl Iho propositions. 
I havo only lo 


add that n fair and honest voto on the ques- 
tions at issue, solely on Iheir mcrils, \s all 
the Council desire in their official capacity, 
whoever their private convictions m»y be.

the sense of sight and smell, and the first 
shower washes it into

be spread on only la the spring, but two 
applications during the summer will repay 
the extra labor.

We know of nolhicg better nud more relia- 
ble than good wood ashes if they could he 
obtained and if riot something that most 
resembles such ashes. 
Such preparations 


are in the market and thii is ILe time to 
apply them. They nro also applicable Eo 
all grass lauds and when these chemical 
fertilizers can he obtained in their integrity 
they ore tlio cheapest nnd best for such 
uses.
